numbers 'terrific 


and terrifying'

A TOTAL of 5,262 people have been fed 
through the Greenwich Foodbank over 
the past year. 

The huge numbers picking up parcels of 
food at one of the eight Welcome Centres 
across the borough have taken organisers by 
surprise. 

The Rev Paul Rogers, Minister of Eltham 
Park Baptist Church and director of the 
foodbank, said: “We thought, towards the 
end of last year, that we would see about 2,000 
people who needed help. 

“So, seeing more than 5,000 is both terrific 
and terrifying - and we can’t just dismiss the 
increase in numbers as being just because 
more people have heard about the foodbank. 

“People are finding it harder for lots of 
different reasons, but these stats show we are 
not creating a long-term dependency.” 

The eight centres are supplied by a central 
warehouse in Orangery Lane, Eltham, which 
were former council offices. 

Mr Rogers added: “Our aim is to provide 
emergency food for people in crisis. 

“The most pleasing statistic for me has been 
that 94 per cent of the people we help don’t 
need us for more than three weeks. 

“They are people who had a sudden 
j need for help. Perhaps they got into debt,

Our 20mph speed 
limit is being ignored 


FOR some considerable time 
there has been a 20 mile an 
hour speed limit printed in 
bold letters on the road on 
the upper part of Griffin 
Road. This is consistently 
being ignored. It seems to us, 
and our neighbours, that the 
council is missing a source of 
lucrative revenue. 

Just north of us, there is a 
traffic roundabout, where 
regular crashes occur. Also 
along this street, very large 
freight vehicles trundle up 
and down, together with 
continental coaches. 

People who use the rail 
station are allowed to park 
their cars for the duration 
of the day. This precludes 
tenants and lessees from 
being able to park outside 
their homes, or allowing 
vehicles to pass each other 
in the road without a lot of 
difficulty. 

Of late, we seem to have a 
nucleus of drivers who are 
aiming their vehicles at 
pedestrians with a view to 
making them run out of the 
way. The road is hazardous 
enough these days without 


this dangerous practice being 
employed. 

Having brought this to your 
attention, especially the 
speed limit being flouted, 

I hope you will be able to 
implement some restrictions, 
for the sake of safety and 
perhaps avoid future fatal 
accidents

• A council spokesperson said: 
"Thank you for your feedback. 
Although Griffin Road is a 
wide road and the council did 
introduce a 20mph speed limit 
and speed calming features 
there a while ago, there is no 
excuse for the thoughtless 
and dangerous behaviour 
described. The council is unable 
to issue speeding tickets. The 
enforcement of speed limits (in 
London) can only be undertaken 
by the police. We will alert them 
to concerns about speeding. 

The comments about parking 
are noted. We recently consulted 
residents on the possibility 
of extending the controlled 
parking zone on Griffin Road 
to ease the problems they may 
have with parking and we are 
analysing the responses."

Library Services (CIPFA), showed 
1,087,524 visitors in 201 3-14. It is 
one of London's busiest libraries 
and in April had another record 
month with 100,651 visitors. 
During peak revision and study 
periods the library 
becomes very full with 
school children and 
students revising for 
their exams. On the 
first Monday in April 
the library recorded 
5,872 visitors. Daily 
visitor figures nearly 
double during 
these periods of 
high demand, and 
during the two 

week Easter break we had more 
than 50,000 visitors. 

Our customers wish to work in 
the library for long periods and 
library staff are instructed to 
ask users not to eat hot food or 
takeaways. However, this holiday 
period was particularly busy. 
More bins will be made available 
in future and staff will enforce 
their use for disposal of rubbish. 
We have also put on display 
extra notices informing users 
of acceptable standards of 
behaviour in the library."

lost a job, have been affected by the benefit 
reforms or had domestic bills that were higher 
than they expected. 

“They are managing to change their 
spending habits, but it takes time. 

“We have lots of lovely stories of people we 
have helped when they were going through a 
tough patch who have now come back to us 
and donated food of their own. 

“Several of them are now volunteers in the 
warehouse.” 

About 125 volunteers drive items, which 
have been donated at 175 collection points 
across the borough, to the Foodbank’s central 
warehouse, which was kitted out after being 
donated to the project by the royal borough. 

Food parcels are then packaged up and 
distributed to the centres in Blackheath, 
Kidbrooke, Plumstead, Woolwich, East 
Greenwich, Eltham and two in Thamesmead, 
each staffed volunteers. 

Mr Rogers added: “I would like to thank all 
our supporters and our partners. 

“But right now we need to recruit volunteer 
drivers, either to use their own vehicles, or to 
drive our van, to take food to the warehouse. 

“We need drivers for both occasional 
and regular help, and they don’t need to be 
client-facing. 


“We need people working behind the front- 
line team with other volunteers, where there 
is a great camaraderie. 

Help from the foodbank is available to 
anyone in need who lives in the borough, but 
they need to be referred by support agencies. 

The organisation works with groups 
including children’s centres, a medical centre, 
family support groups, churches, housing 
associations and employment agencies. 


More than 50 borough schools help with 
volunteering, and collecting food. 

Over the past year the foodbank has given 
out 33 tons of food - the equivalent of 66 full 
loads of its white transit van, which can carry 
half a ton.

Learn more about avoiding scams 


THE borough is backing the Citizens 
Advice Bureau’s (CAB) Scams Awareness 
Month, which is running in May. 

Called Spot Scams, Stop Scams, the 
campaign is warning residents about the 
danger of scammers and fraudsters. 

It will offer advice on what to look out 
for to avoid becoming a victim of a scam, 
online, over the phone or through the 
letterbox. 

There is a scam for just about every 
situation, from looking for a job to 
booking a holiday. 

About three million people in the UK fall 
victim to scams annually and scammers 
often target the elderly, and desperate 
people with squeezed finances to swindle 
them out of their money. 

The borough’s Trading Standards 
team will be targeting different scams 
in weekly bulletins through partner 
agencies such as Neighbourhood Watch. 


They will be visiting known vulnerable 
residents to discuss how to avoid scams 
and intervene if any scam victims are 
discovered.

Showcase on shared ownership for househunters

AN all-day event designed to help 
local people get a foot on the housing 
ladder, and buy a home of their 
own, is being held in Woolwich on 
Saturday, June 7. 

Price and income restrictions apply and 
may vary by development but experts will 
be on hand to give advice. 

They will include housing providers, 
independent financial advisors and 
solicitors, who will talk about the new 
and resale homes available through 
shared ownership, Help-to-Buy, Rent to 
Save, Meridian Home Start and other 
schemes. 

Housing providers will also be marketing 
shared ownership properties including 
new and forthcoming shared ownership 
homes across SE London. 

The event is called the Royal Greenwich 
and South East London New Home Show, 
and it’s being staged by the council, 
working with the South East London 
Housing Partnership, and supported by 
HomeMatch, part of the Metropolitan 
Housing Association. 

It is taking place at Woolwich Town Hall 
in Wellington Street, between 11am and 
4pm. 

Supporting social housing tenants to 
move into shared ownership or affordable 
rented housing helps to free up social 
housing to meet pressing housing needs 
of other residents. 

One person who has already benefited 
from a housing association shared 
ownership scheme is Kenneth Hau, who 
was living at home with his parents in 
Abbey Wood. 

He bought a one-bedroom flat at New 
Capital Quay in Greenwich, with Hyde 
New Homes paying £86,400 for a 30 per 
cent share. 

He said: “I saw an advert for new shared 
ownership properties in Greenwich and 
thought that would be a great place to 
live. I studied at Lewisham College and 
was familiar with the area and I did lots 
of research on the internet about the 


Greenwich area and its transport links.” 

The 30-year-old explained: “Hyde New 
Homes sent me details of the plans for the 
apartments and as I am a graphic designer I 
built a 3D model of the apartment, to make 
sure I could fit in my furniture.” 

The Cutty Sark DLR station is a couple 
of minutes away which has cut his 
commute to Hammersmith down to forty 
minutes and he’s enjoying the location 
of his flat close to Greenwich Park, the 
River Thames and the Old Royal Naval 


College. Ken added: “I am now paying 
about £800-£1000 a month, which covers 
my mortgage, rent and service charge. 
This is probably cheaper than renting in 
this area.”

DO YOU have memories 
of the Borough Halls 
in its heyday? Then the 
Greenwich Heritage Centre 
wants to hear from you. 

A project is being put together 
to celebrate past glories as the 
council and partners seek to 
restore the historic site to its 
original use as a performance 
venue for local people. 

Opened in the Second World 
War, performances at the Halls 
were extremely popular as a 
performance venue. 

Famous acts such as Myra 
Hess and Irene Scharrer, the 
London Symphony Orchestra 
and the Boyd Neal Orchestra 
performed there. There were 
also plays by Strindberg and 
Ibsen. 

In the late 1940s, it staged 
charity performances in aid 
of the Miller Hospital and the 
Royal British Legion. 

One event was a Festival of 
Remembrance. Community 
groups and amateur societies 
put on shows such as Merrier 


England and The Trial of Mary 
Dugan. 

In the 1960s there were 
lectures, variety shows and 
drama festivals. In 1966, a year 
after the boroughs of Greenwich 
and Woolwich merged, the 
Halls held an Old Time Music 
Hall as part of Civic Week. 

By then, the council offices, 
adjacent to the Halls, had 
moved to Woolwich and in 1974 


the town hall part was sold by 
the council. 

But shows at the Halls carried 
on. In the 1970s acts included 
Alvin Stardust and Sandie 
Shaw plus The Spinners and 
the Syd Laurence Orchestra, 
which featured Roy Marsden, 
Jan Butler and the Seranders. 

Since 1993, the Halls have been 
home to Greenwich Dance, 
an internationally acclaimed 


centre for innovative dance 
creation, performance and 
community participation and 
one of only handful of specialist 
national dance organisations.

F OSTER Care Fortnight begins 
next Monday (May 12), when 
the Fostering Network charity 
spearheads a national campaign to 
encourage more people to become 
foster carers. 


In the borough there are about 400 
children in foster care at the moment, 
aged from babies up to 17 years old. 

Some foster carers have more than one 
child - either siblings, or children not 
related to each other. But the council 
needs to double or even treble the 
number of foster carers on its books, to 


help staff match the right child with 
exactly the right family. 

Some children are fostered outside 
Royal Greenwich through independent 
fostering agencies. But the goal is to 
have ALL borough children who need 
fostering placed with locally- 
registered foster families. It will 
mean council foster staff will 
be able to work more closely 
with individual children, 
supporting them through 
school, higher education 
and helping with choosing 
career options.

T he most important thing that foster 
carers to a child is a stable, loving home. 
You'll need to be able to care for children 
and young people, and willing to work as 
part of a team with our fostering team and 
with the child's family 
Foster carers also need a professional 
approach, with a sense of humour and 
flexibility. If caring for children aged 2+ you 
will need to provide a bedroom of their 
own. 

To become a foster carer in Royal 
Greenwich, you can be of any ethnicity; 
single married or divorced; gay or lesbian. 
You can care for babies, mothers and babies, 
teenagers, one child or sibling groups or 
children with disabilities. You can foster a 
child for just one night, or for several years. 
The council's Fostering Team will give you: 

• Advice and support 24 hours a day, seven

"My advice to anyone thinking about fostering is, always 
try it. If you get through the assessments after you apply, 
then give it a go. I can't offer any'do's'or'don'ts'to other 
people because it's different each time, and with each 
child. 

"It's hard to give any advice, but I would say always be 
open and honest, and listen, and be ready in case there 
are any shocks." 

J OSEE and Brian from Abbey Wood first started 
fostering five years ago, when their four children had 
grown up. 


Since then, they have fostered no fewer than eight 
children. They were mainly six and upwards - the 
youngest was four and the eldest was 1 2. So what made 
them do it? 

"There are so many children that need caring for and 
who need affection," said Josee. 

"You have to listen to them a lot, and understand what 
their needs are. It's challenging, but very rewarding. You 
see them change and grow up, right in front of you. 

"If we need any help from the council's fostering people, 
we only have to pick up the phone and they will give us 
advice. 


One time we asked for help was when we were fostering 
two brothers, aged eight and nine. They didn't know how 
to behave, and called people names when they went on 
buses. 

"They hadn't been given any boundaries, but they learnt 
from us about the right way to behave. 

"They were nice lads, but hadn't been given any 
direction, and they were fine once they had been." 

At the moment, the couple are fostering two children. 
Josee added: "Our oldest foster child is now 1 6, and was 
1 0 when he came to us. He stays closely in touch with us, 
and we see him on birthdays and at Christmas."

THE sky is the limit for the Bob Hope Theatre, 
Eltham, with a programme that caters for all.
